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PREFACE 


Thank  you  for  opting  to  read  the  Preface  to  this  Rehabilitation  Training 
Materials  Catalog.   This  explanatory  exposition  is  designed  to  assist  you 
in  the  use  of  the  publication. 

Two  main  divisions  comprise  the  body  of  the  Catalog.  The  first  section  con- 
tains a  Subject  Index  which  lists  topics  under  which  one  may  search  for  ma- 
terial. Although  we  do  not  yet  have  entries  for  all  the  headings,  they  may 
trigger  your  association  and  suggest  additional  subjects  under  which  you  may 
look.  Immediately  following  this  index  is  the  Publications  Index  which  lists 
all  of  the  materials  offered  by  the  National  Clearing  House  by  the  topics  in 
the  Subject  Index. 

A  Bibliography  with  many  annotations,  particularly  for  the  newer  acquisitions, 
constitutes  the  second  section  of  the  Catalog.   Each  citation  includes  a  code 
number  assigned  by  the  Clearing  House  to  identify  each  item.   On  the  same  line 
appears  the  price  (or  loan  notation)  and  the  microfiche  code  number  (if  the 
item  is  also  available  in  microfiche).   The  author,  agency/institution,  and  the 
location  of  the  publishing  house  follow  the  name  of  the  printed  item.   The 
date  of  publication  and  the  numbers  of  pages  complete  the  bibliographic  data. 

Revisions  in  the  Catalog  include  some  price  changes.   Because  the  many  stocks 
of  items  supplied  to  the  National  Clearing  House  are  quite  low  and  consumer 
demand  will  require  the  printing  (copying)  of  new  stocks,  fees  have  been 
quoted  in  terms  of  the  Clearing  House  cost  recovery  price  of  three  cents  (.03) 
per  page.   The  minimal  charge  for  any  cost  item  is  $.50,  the  price  of  pub- 
lications having  11-17  pages.   As  in  the  past,  the  Clearing  House  is  pro- 
viding items  of  10  pages  or  less  gratis.  A  postage  charge  of  $1.00  has  been 
requested  to  help  defray  that  expense  on  any  items  other  than  fliers  or  bro- 
chures.  The  mission  of  the  Clearing  House  is  to  identify  and  distribute 
excellent  training  materials  for  rehabilitation  professionals,  and  every 
effort  is  being  made  to  keep  publications  affordable. 

Look  first  for  materials  by  subject /topic.  Note  the  titles  and  then  check 
the  bibliography  to  ascertain  that  the  items  address  your  needs.   Order  forms 
have  been  provided  at  the  back  of  the  catalog.   Use  them  freely,  remembering 
to  photocopy  the  last  one  for  your  own  future  convenience.

This  report  summarizes  the  findings  of  the  five-year  research  project 
conducted  in  rural  Wood  County,  Wisconsin,  through  the  cooperative  efforts 
of  the  Wisconsin  Division  of  Vocational  Rehabilitation  and  the  Regional 
Rehabilitation  Research  Institute  of  the  University  of  Wisconsin.  The 
basic  premise  of  the  project  addressed  the  need  to  serve  all  handicapped 
persons,  whether  medically  and/or  socially  disabled.   Not  only  did  the 
culturally  disadvantaged  benefit  from  rehabilitation  services,  research 
disclosed  that  they  profited  the  most.

Conducted  at  a  time  when  the 
budgets  for  rehabilitation  were  being  increased,  the  project  demonstrated 
that  even  greater  resources  delivered  in  an  intensive  manner  were  required 
to  make  an  impact  upon  the  lives  of  those  needing  rehabilitation. 
Benefits  were  substantial  in  terms  of  converting  welfare  checks  to  pay- 
checks and  in  the  general  improvement  of  public  attitudes  toward  voca- 
tional rehabilitation.

Rehabilitation  therapy  for  hemiplegic  aphasic  patients  is  one  goal  of 
Dr.  Jason  Brown.   To  date,  the  break-through  that  has  facilitated 
linguistic  communication  has  been  the  hemiplegic  writing  produced  by 
severely  disabled  aphasic  patients  equipped  with  prosthetic  devices. 
Working  with  therapists,  linguists,  and  medical  colleagues  in  the  re- 
nowned Aphasic  Clinic  of  Bonn,  West  Germany,  Dr.  Brown  observed  the  reha- 
bilitative procedures  and  therapeutic  techniques  employed  there.   Among 
the  many  excellent  approaches  to  rehabilitation  are  three  he  enumerates 
for  emulation:   provision  of  intensive  programs  of  remediation  for 
children;  extension  of  intensive  care  and  "schooling"  for  persons  having 
strokes  or  other  brain  injuries;  and  the  exercise  of  skills  across 
disciplines  by  therapists  and  linguists.   Dr.  Brown  reports  the  results  of 
a  research  project  he  conducted  with  three  patients  having  severe  aphasia 
and  right  hemiplegia.  With  a  limb  prosthesis  attached  to  their  right 
shoulders/arms,  all — though  aphasic  in  their  "intact"  left  hands — were 
able  to  write  to  dictation.   "The  phenomenon  is  explained  as  an  access 
to  submerged  or  preprocessing  levels  in  language  and  action  structure." 
The  demonstration  offers  new  hope  in  the  treatment  of  aphasia.
